SENATORS HOLD A CAUCUS 


GEN. M’COOK CHOSEN SECRETARY 
OF THE SENATE. 

A REBUKE TO GEORGE C. GORHAM FOR HAV- 
ING SPOKEN ILL OF GARFIELD—NOMI- 
NATIONS FOR THE OTHER OFFICES. 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In March, 1881, 
toon after President Garfield’s inauguration, the 
_ - attention of the country was centred upon the 

_ siforts of the Senate of the United States to de- 
tide, by a vote of the two parties therein repre- 
sented, who should hold the offices in the 
gift of the upper branch of Congress. The 
long dead-lock resulted in a compromise, the Re- 
publicans taking the committees of the body and 
the Democrats taking a share of the patronage. 
The caucus of Republicans then nominated 
George C. Gorham for Secretary; Charles John- 
gon, of Minnesota, for Chief Clerk; James R. 
Young, of Pennsylvania, for Executive Clerk, 
and H. H. Riddleberger, of Virginia, for Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. Nearly three years have passed 
since the attempt to elect these candidates 
was abandoned. A great deal of history has been 
made in that time. Mr. Riddleberger is now a 
member of the body before which he was pre- 
sented as a candidate for office. Mr. Gorham is, 
as he was then and has been, the principal writer 
for the National Republican, the acknowledged 
Administration organ. The events of the Ad- 
ministration of President Garfield have been 
discussed by Mr.-Gorham with freedom, and 
at times, beforeand after his death, his criticisms 
have been spoken of with intense bitterness. 
The course of Postmaster-General James in his 
attempt to unfold the knavery of the star route 
thieves was openly denounced in the Republican, 
and the men who were about to be brought to 
justice were warmly defended. There have been 
some changes in the personal make-up of 
the Senate. New blood has taken the place 
of old. Thus changed in its make-up 
the Senate to-day has been called upon to ex- 
press its sense of the proposition to renominate 
the old caucus ticket. In response it bas rejected 
Mr. Gorham, renominated two of the old caucus 
candidates, and filled the place to which Mr. Rid- 
dieberger was nominated with a Southern man, 
who is regarded as representing, as Mr. Riddle- 
berger did, the idea that the South can be saved 
from Bourbon control by careful political man- 
agement. 

The Senators had prepared the way for the 
paucus held to-day with great prudence, It is 
regarded by Senators who respect the traditions 
ofthe Senate as an undignified thing to canvass. 
The menace of Gorham’s nomination has been 
before the body for two years and more, and 
while there was a growing disposition to get 
rid of him, it was a very delicate thing to 
attempt to do it without creating a party 
row and a public scandal. Just before 
the Senate met, some New-York gentlemen, in 
talking over the emergency which the Republi- 
cans were about to face, suggested the name of 
Gen. Anson G. McCook as a candidate to be 
offered for the Secretaryship. This suggestion 
was repeated in as delicate a manner as possible, 
and it was found to meet with a flattering degree 
of approval. Senators talked it over quietly 
together, made mental notes of the remarks 
dropped by thejr associates, and the opponents 
of Gorham a day or two ago discovered that 
they were strong enough to go into caucus and 
defeat him. 

When the caucus met at 10 o'clock to-day there 
were 34 Senators present, including Mr. Mahone. 
The nomination for Secretary was first proposed, 
and Mr. Jonn P. Jones, of Nevada, presented the 


name of Mr. Gorham, whom he nominated as the 
choice of the last Republican caucus that en- 
deavored to reorganize the Senate offices. He 

ke earnestly and at length in behalf of Mr. 

rham, recounting bis services to the party, his 
efficiency as former ~ his zeal in the 
cause 07 ay or oat politices in Virginia, and his 
ability and integrity. Mr. Mahone also paid a 
tribute to Mr. Gorham, who had been his friend 
and the friend of liberalism in Virginia, from 
the 4 ye of the Readjuster movement. 
When the opportunity came Mr. Miller, of New- 
York, rose and nominated Gen. Anson G. Mc- 
Cook for the place. With a good deal of warmth 
he sketched the career of Gen. McCook asa 
soldier and citizen, eeaeating to his services 
in the field of war as well as that of pol- 
itics, in both of which he had rendered 
distinguished services. It is understood that Mr. 
Miller then directed his attention to Mr. Gorham, 
and gave some reasons for opposing him. It was 
well known in the State of New-York, where the 
name of Garfield is still remembered with rever- 
ence, that Mr. Gorham had not scrupled to tra- 
duce him, alive and dead. ‘© support 
such a candidate for such an _ office 
would, Mr. Miller is reported to have 
said, be to misrepresent the sentiments 
of the people who had elected him to the United 
States Senate. It is said that Mr. Miller, of Cali- 
fornia, also made a speech, in which he expressed 
personal admiration for Mr. Gorham, but de- 
clared that he would not be truly representing 
the wishes of the people of his State by voting 
forhim. Senators Conger and Van Wyck spoke 
for Gorham. Mr. Van Wyck, it is said, charac- 
ized the opposition to him as cant. 

There were several ballots before the nomina- 
tion was made. On the first and informal one 
McCook had 16 votes, Gorham 13, and Ramsdell 
3. On the last McCook got 19, Gorham 12, and 
Ramsdell 3. Gen. M k’s nomination was 
then made unanimous. The Senators who 
voted for him are understood 
Messrs. Aldrich, Blair, Dawes, Dolph, Ed- 
munds, Frye, Hawley, Hoar, Lapham, Man- 
derson Miller of California, Miller of 
New-York, Mitchell, Morrill, Pike, Platt, Plumb, 
Sabin, and Sawyer. Those who voted for Gor- 
bam are understood to be Messrs. Cameron of 
Wisconsin, Conger, Cullom, Hale, Hill, Ingalls, 
Jones of Nevada, Logan, McMillan, Sewell, 
Sherman, and Van Wyck. Messrs. Allison, Har- 
rison, and Wilson are said to have voted for 
Ramsdell. Messrs. Anthony, Bowen, Cameron 
of Pennsylvania, and Palmer were not present in 
the caucns,

THE ARTHUR BOOM CHECKED. 
A BLOW GIVEN TO HIS CHANCES BY THE 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—There has been a 
good deal of talk to-day in the hotels and the 
Capitol about the proceedings in yesterday's 
meeting of the Republican National Commit- 
tee. The remark that is first in everybody's 
mouth is that the Administration re- 
ceived a blow from the committee, and 
that the proposition to nominate President 
Arthur in the Convention of 1884 could not 
be ‘regarded as just now showing any great 
promise of taking root. This conclusion is 
drawn by those who make it from the in- 
different utterances of the Southern and West- 


ern. menibers of the committee. While in 
public conversation the Southern men _ talk 
ig A pleasant] about the renomination 
of Mr. Arthur, in confidence they admit that 
there is nothing in the talk for him that ought 
to justify anybody in hoes that he will be 
pressed to accept the nomination. The Western 
men, while disavowing any hostility to the 
President, mf that they have heard of no gen- 
eral demand for his nomination, and were 
somewhat epectenst to find, on their arrival 
in the capital, that there was rather less 
of the Arthur boom here than at home. Some 
of the committeemen who are warmly in favor 
of oe — a eae as it a ee

DISCUSSING SENATE RULES. 
AN AMENDMENT WHICH AROUSED DEMO- 
CRATIC OPPOSITION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In accordance 
with his previous notice Mr. Frye called up in the 
Senate to-day the report of the special committee 
to prepare new rules for the government of the 
Senate. The rules were taken up one by one, and 
the first called out an earnest protest from Mr. 
Bayard, of Delaware. The proposed rule gives 
the President pro tem. of the Senate the power 
to designate, in open session or in writing, a Sen- 
ator to take his place for any period not exceed- 
ing three days. Suppose, Mr. Bayard argued, 
that during such a period of three days the 


President of the United States should die. 
Did the Senate propose to give to its 
President pro tem. the exclusive, unchecked 
right to name the man who might become the 
acting President of the United States, to exercise 
all the powers and duties of that great office ? 
The rule was fraught with very grave dangers. 
Mr. Bayard intimated that there might be serious 
legal complications if the rule was adopted. He 
was not sure that any State could be deprived 
of the representation of two Senators, as would 
Sangean ¢ a Senator should, by an interposition 
of vidence, become the acting President of 
the United States. It might even be that 
in such a case the powers and duties of 
the Presidential office would fall upon the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
It was a matter to be very poner i 
considered before the proposed rule was adopted. 
Mr. Garland, of Arkansas, proposed that the right 
of thefPresident pro tem, to select a substitute 
should not extend beyond an adjournment, as at 
present, and supported his amendment in a 
speech. President pro tem. Edmunds took the 

oor and argued that the President pro tem. 
would not give up his office or the powers of bis 
office to the person he should designate tempo- 
rarily to take ee. so that the ger feared 
by Mr. Bayard did not exist. After some further 
disoussion the roll was called on Mr. Garland’s 
amendment. It was defeated by a vote of 24 to 
to 29, the affirmative votes being cast by the Dem- 
ocrats. Mr. Sherman urged his fellow-Senators 
to throw aside party feeling in considering the 
proposed rules, and then the Senate adjourned 
until Monday, leaving the discussion of the rules 
to come up as unfinished business on that day.

A COURT’S WORK FOR A YEAR. 

ALBANY, Dec. 13.—The Court of Appeals 
will hold its last session of the year to-morrow. 
The total number of cases on the calendar has 
been 781, and although the Judges have been 
most industrious they cannot keep up with the 
work, and it is thought that about 260 cases will 
have to be carried over to the next calendar. In 
1882 the court disposed of 554 cases. This year, 
owing to the increased time allowed toa portion 
of the arguments, the total will probably not 
exceed 525. Business has been delayed somewhat 
also by the fact that the court has been obliged 
to change its quarters more than once because its 
new rooms in the Capitol were not ready for oc- 
cupancy. When the court reassemblées on Jan. 
14, however, it expects to meet in its rmanent 
chambers. The rooms are very handsome, and 
are elaborately decorated. Many consider them 
the most beautiful in the Capitol. But already 
some complaint is made that they are not as well 
adapted for court purposes as those in the Old 
a. ' . 

uring the recess the calehdar for 1884 will be 
made up by Clerk Perrin. The prospects are that 
it will contain many more causes than the pres- 
ent one, which was the heaviest in the history of 
the court. Notices of 500 causes have been now 
received, so that, with the 260 remaining over 
and those likely to be sent in before Jan. 1, the 
total will doubtless be about 800 against 650 at 
the beginning of this year.

VANDALISM IN A SYNAGOGUE. 
CuicaGco, Dec. 13.—Some malicious fiends 
entered the synagogue of the Jewish congrega- 
tion of Anshe Russia at the corner of Clinton and 
Judd streets last night and made sad havoc of 
everything perishable. The holy wood scrolls 
were mutilated and destroyed; 40 gowns were 
torn to shreds, as were also the curtains; the 
seats in the cane chairs were cut and destroyed; 
eight out of twenty of a new set of 
Talmud books were cut and torn, and 
leaves scattered about the room, as were also the 
“Songs of David;” the gas-fixtures were torn 
down and broken,and the perpetrators even 
went into the gallery and broke theclock. Every- 
thing was a scene of confusion to-day. The loss 
is estimated at $2,000. The parties got into the 
church by a side window by breaking a glass. No 
clue to the perpetrators has been found. The 
congregation offered areward for their capture. 
It is thought that had one man done the work it 
would have taken him at least six hours.

THE KING OF ANNAM DEAD 


POISONED BY THE ANTI-FRENCH 
PARTY AT HUE. 

KING HIEPHEMA SLAIN AND A REVOLUTION 

BEGUN— WAR DECLARED AGAINST 

FRANCE — FRENCH REINFORCEMENTS 


NEEDED. 

Paris, Dec. 13.—The Paris publishes a 
telegram from Saigon stating that a revolution 
has taken place at Hue,and that the King of 
Annam has been killed. The Ministry have no 
information relative to the report. 

Lonvon, Dec. 18.—A Hong Kong dispatch 
to Reuter’s Telegram Company says it is 
stated there that Hiephema, King of Annam, 
has been poisoned by the anti-French 
party at Hue. The same dispatch says there are 
rumors in Hong Kong that a fresh declaration of 
war has been proclaimed by Annam against 
France. The city of Haiphong, on the Gulf of 


Tonquin, has been strongly fortified by the 
eben or palisades and block-houses have been 
erected. 


Lonpon. Dec. 14.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Hanoi dated Dec.5 confirms the 
report of the breaking out of a revolution 
at Hue and the poisoning of King Hiephema 
The new King of Annam is Tiephoa. ‘The in- 
fluence of the anti-French man ms is para- 
mount at Hue, and war against France has been 

roclaimed. The French force in charge of Hue 
s jnsufficient to meet the new danger, and rein- 
forcements are urgently necessary.

IRISH CRIME AND AGITATION. 
O’DONNELL’S FORLORN HOPE—PARNELL’S 
DEFIANT SPEECH AT DUBLIN. 


Lonpon, Dec. 13.—The solicitors and 
friends of O’Donnell have found six of the jurors 
who convicted him. Three of these desire that a 
meeting of the whole 12 should be held in order 
to explain their verdict and arrest the execution 
of the condemned man. It is believed that un- 
less the other jurors are found by to-morrow it 
is scarcely probable that the execution will be 
stopped. The Crown authorities have refused to 
give the addresses of the jurors to O’Donnell’s 
friends. 

The letter of Mr. A. M. Sullivan to Mr. Charles 
Russell, the chief of O’Donnell’s counsel, in ref- 
erence to the alleged misapprehension of Judge 
Denman’s language in his charge to the jury, 
contends that Judge Denman misdirected the 
minds of the jury when he intimated that there 
was no evidence that Carey had a revolver. 
O’Donnell’s friends maintain that, although no 
evidence was offered to this effect, there was no 
proof that Carey was not armed, and that by 
harping on the word “ evidence” instead of using 


the word “ proof,” the Judge obtained the verdict 
of guilty of willful murder. United States Minis- 
ter Lowell states that if any of the jury say their 
verdict was influenced thereby, he is willing to 
seek a mitigation of the sentence. If a meeting 
of the jury were possible the Crown might be 
forced to mitigate the sentence; but there is no 
hope of tracing the remaining members of the 
jury in time to prevent the execution of the 
death sentence. It is now understood that the 
jury stood seven for murder and five for man- 
slaughter before the dictum of Judge Denman

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THE FALSE PROPHET’S TRIUMPHS. 
EL MAHDI SAID TO HAVE LOST MOST OF 
HIS MEN—THE KHEDIVE’S PLANS. 

Carro, Dec. 13.—Advices from Suakim 
state that the French gun-boat Infernet has left 
that place. 

Col. Harrington, who has visited the scene of 
the late battle near Suakim, counted 4,000 rebel 
corpses on the field. He learned that relatives 
had previously removed many other bodies. 

Aspy who had been sent to El Obeid has re- 
turned to Khartoum, after being absent 20 days. 
He confirms the reports of the destruction of 
Hicks Pasha and his army. He adds that El 


Mahdiis now almost without followers. Man 
of his men were killedin the engagement with 
licks Pasha’s forces and several of the tribes 
which were with him have returned to their 
homes. El Mahdi found great difficulty in or- 
ganizing the forces destined to act against Dar- 
tour and the Kababish tribes. 

Lonpon, Dec. 13.—The Khedive, in his 
interview at Cairo yesterday with the corre- 
spondent of the London Daily Telegraph, said 
that should E) Mahdi reach the first or the sec- 
ond cataract of the Nile it would become easier 
for Egypt to strike a decisive blow at him. 
Egypt, he said, would never withdraw from the 
Soudan.

THE FRANCHISE IN ENGLAND. 

LONDON, Dec. 13.—Mr. W. E. Forster, M. 
P., ex-Chief Secretary for Ireland, addressed his 
constituents to-night at Bradford. He said that 
in any franchise bill that the Government 
might introduce in Parliament he inferred that 
they intended that it should include Ireland; 
and if so, he agreed with them. [Cheers.] The 


more he thought of it the more clearly he 
was convinced that Ireland should be in- 
cluded in the bill. We was not surprised 
at Mr. Parnell’s recent speech. He sometimes 
thought that Mr. Parnell wished that the Gov- 
ernment would refuse Ireland the  bene- 
fits of the franchise bill, in order that 
he might increase the number of his 
followers.

A MILLIONAIRE MURDERED. 
CHARLES M’LAUGHLIN, OF SAN FRANCISCO, 
KILLED BY JEROME B, COX. 

San Franecrsco, Cal., Dec. 13.—Charles 
McLaughlin was shot and killed here to-day by 
Jerome B. Cox. The tragedy was the result of 

17 years’ litigation. 

McLaughlin was a pioneer, the President of 
the Central Gas-light Company, and a large: 
capitalist and land-owner, ranking among 
the millionaires. He was the promoter 
of the old overland mail route, out of 
which he made considerable money. In 
1862 he contracted to build the Western Pacific 
Railroad from San Jose to Sacramento for $5,400,- 
000. He sub-let the grading and masonry work to 
Jerome B. Cox and others for $900,000. 
After 20 miles of the road had _ been 
built McLaughlin failed to make payment. 
Cox, who had put ‘in $50,000 .of his 
own money, had to stop work. McLaughlin, 
completed the road and sold it to the Cen-' 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, realizing ‘a 
large sum. Cox brought suit against the 
company and Mclaughlin for $150,000, 
and obtained judgment, which, however, on 
technicalities, the Supreme Court reversed. Cox 
amended his complaint and again recovered 
judgment, which was again reversed. The third, 
fourth, and fifth trials resulted similarly. 

The adverse decisions so weighed upon Cox's 
mind that he, last Spring, attempted to shoot 
Justice McKinstry, of the Supreme Court, who 
he believed was chiefly instrumental in deciding 
adversely. Cox went this morning to Mc- 
Laughlin’s office, and demanded $40,000 in 
settlement of the account. Being refused he: 
shot McLaughlin three times. The man lived 
30 minutes after the shots were fired. Owing to 
the prominence of the parties intense excite- 
ment was created in the streets. Cox was former- 
ly Captain of the Tenth Indiana Battery and:

In selecting the jury in each of these 
cases every Democratic juror was compelled 
to “stand aside” by District Attorney Melton, 
and each jury was composed pew of Green- 
backers and Republicans, In the Mitchell case 
John Agnew, the candidate for Controller-Gen- 
eral on the Greenback State ticket in 1882, was 
foreman of the jury, and in consequence a mis-* 
trial was orde by J udge Bond.

Samuel A., 
Hirons married Catharine Wernerig England and 
some time afterward deserted her. She resides at 
present at No. 117 Market-street, in this city. 
Learning that Hirons was in New-Orleans and. 
married, she called upon Chief of Police Rothery 


and laid the matter before him. He wrote to 
Chief of Police Rowley, of New-Orleans asking 
for information as to Hirons. Chief Rrowley 
sent Sergt. Dorsey to find Hirons, who was 
employed as an expert fitter in Murtine’s shoe 
factory in the Cresent city. Hirons admitted 
that he had known Miss Werner, in fact confessed 
they had lived together as man and wife, 
but denied that he had ever married her. The 
chief listened to the Kory. wrote the result of 
the interview to Chief Rothery, of this city, and 
thought no more of the matter. When the letter 
reached the Poughkeepsie wife she sent a reply 
to the chief, inclosing her marriage certificate 
and giving details of his marriage with her on 
Aug. 31, 1875, and declaring she was a respectable 
woman. This removed all doubt of Hirons’s 
guilt, and the police were notified to arrest him 
at sight, but he had fled. On the following even- 
ing the New-Orleans wife called at Police Head- 
quarters there to inquire if her husband had been 
2rrested for anything, when she was told the 
story and had to be carried home. Hirons ar- 
rived in New-Orleans about a year ago and se- 
cured board at the house of Mrs. Lacour, No. 154 
Julia-street. In the course of time he began 
paying marked attentions to Annie, his land- 
ady’s daughter, a bright and pretty young girl 
of 17, winning her affections, and in August last 
they were made man and wife. Hirons proved a 
kind and attentive husband, and the first months 
of her married life passed happily.

EX-SENATOR CHRISTIANCY’'S WIFE.

THE DIVORCED WOMAN DIES A RAGING LU- 


NATIC IN BROOKLYN, 


Surrounded by half a dozen doctors, 
male and female, Mrs. Christiancy, the divorced 
wife of ex-Senator Christiancy, of Michigan, died 
yesterday morning at No. 87 Schermerhorn- 
street, Brooklyn. Mrs. Christiancy died a raging 
lunatic, and there was question at first as_ to 
whether she had not committed suicide. 
It was in the house of Dr. Dupre, 
a lady physician, that Mrs. Christiancy 
breathed her last. and it was not un- 
til within a few weeks that her identity was re- 
vealed to the doctor. About six weeks ago Mrs. 
Christiancy went to Brooklyn, to the house 
of a school friend of hers, at No, 3 
Schermerhorn-street. The family is a large one, 
and, there being no room suitable for Mrs. Chris- 
tiancy’s accommodation, a room was rented from 
Dr. Dupre. Mrs. Christiancy had assumed her 
maiden name, and was known to Dr. Dupre as 
Miss Lizzie Lugenbeel. 

The unfortunate young woman was a victim 
of the chloral habit, and suffered dreadfully from 
insomnia. Recently she began to show marked 
symptoms of insanity, but it was only within a 

ay or two that she became violent. She was 
not in the professional charge of Dr. Dupre, nor 
did that lady treat her niedically at all. ‘Mrs. 
Christiancy’s friends seemed to anxious to 
conceal her identity. .About three weeks ago 
she was sufferin greatiy with her eyes, and was 
obliaed to remain nadarkened room, A well- 
known Brooklyn  oculist was _ called in, 
and after examining her he said she was 
insane, and that the pain given to her by 
the sunlight was one of the most marked 
symptoms of the peculiar form of insanity 
from which she was suffering. It was this gen- 
tleman who recognized Mrs. Christiancy and told 
Dr. Dupre who she was. Dr. Dupre then asked 
Miss Lugenbeel if she was Mrs. Christiancy. The 
patient was very much excited at fi when 
asked the question, but after a time she became 
quieter and said she was a ge woman, 
and besought Dr. Dupre not to turn her out. 
The doctor assured Mrs. Christiancy that she 
had her sympathy, and that as long as she be- 
maved herself correctly she might remain where 
she was. 

Mrs. Christiancy left her room last Monday 
meogmeng ond only in her night dress, and knocked 
at Dr. Dupre’s door. She said she was bein 
hunted and wanted protection. She was aske 
if she would not like to see her parents, and she 
said she would and talked of writing for them, 
but it was not until Wednesday afternoon 
that they were summoned from Washington. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lugenbee! arrived yesterday 
afternoon, but too late to see their daughter 
alive. On Tuesday Dr. Dupre was summoned by 
her servants to see the unfortunate woman, who 
had suddenly become very violent. The doctor 
was engaged with a patient in her office, but 
went up stairs in a few minutes. When she 
reached Mrs. Christiancy’s room the latter had 
left the house. She was not again seen 
until Wednesday night, when a carriage drove 
= to Dr. Dupre’s door and Mrs. Christiancy 
slipped out. She was in a terrible condition, 
and could hardly speak coherently. She 
said she had been in New-York with 
some friends, but she told so many contradictory 
stories that Hey By ~~ reliance was placed on 
what she said. . Dupre administered a small 
dose of chloral and then left the room to sum- 
mon other medical aid. When she returned Mrs, 
Christiancy was unconscious. The bottle con-

On Tuesday, just 
before she started for New-York, Mrs. Chris- 
tiancy made an attack on Dr. Dupre’s cook with 
a hammer, and the woman only esaaped by al- 
most throwing herself down the stairs. At 11 
o’clock last night a post-mortem examination 
was made. 

The doctors finally concluded that death result- 
ed from Bright's disease of the kidneys. There 
was some cerebral trouble, but not enough to 
cause death. No investigation by the ro- 
ner is deemed necessary. Mrs. Christiancy 
was in her twenty-ninth year, but the 
ravages of the disease from which she suffered 
made her look much older. The friends whom 
she went to in New-York on Tuesday lived in 
East Forty-ninth-street, but Dr. Dupre could not 
give their names.

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JOHN H. LENTS ESTATE 


A LAWSUIT AMONG THE TRUSTEES 
AMICABLY SETTLED. 

ONE OF THE EXECUTORS MARRIES THE 
WIDOW OF MR. LENT, AND AN AC- 
COUNTING IS AT ONCE DEMANDED. 

BataviA, Dec. 13.—One of the most im- 
portant lawsuits ever tried in this county has 
just been amicably settled, after over five years’ 
struggle in the courts and the disbursement of 
large sums of money for costs. About 25 years 
ago occurred the death of Col. John Lent at his 

home in Le Roy, in this county. He was a 

wealthy man, having amassed a large fortune 

speculating in lands and in dealing in commercial 
paper. The whole of his estate went to his son, 

John H. Lent, who was his only child. The 

son was an exemplary young man, with 


a liberal education, and when he came into a for- 
tune through his father’s death, he entered the 
office of Gen, ©, Fitch Bissell in his native village 
and took up the study of law, which he pursued 
until he was admitted to the Bar. In the mean- 
time he had married and become the father ofa 
daughter, He was subject to heart disease, and 
on June 21, 1863, he died suddenly. He had taken 
good care of the property left him, and atthe 
time of his death it amounted to about $250,000. 
Mr. Lent’s will, dated Jan. 28, 1863, disposed of 
$150,000 personal estate, five farms aggregating 
900 acres, considerable village property in Le Roy, 
and timber landsin Michigan. He provided for 
the maintenance of his mother during her life 
and ueathed the remainder of his estate to 
his wife, Hattie R., and his daughter, Lucy M., 
share and share alike. Hayden M. Howard, Pres- 
ident of the National Bank of Genesee, of Ba- 
tavia; E. Nelson Bailey, brother of Mrs. Lent, of 
Le Roy, and Hattie R. Lent, wife of the deceased 
gentleman, were named as Executors of the will. 

The management of the estate was an arduous 
task, which devolved principally upon Mr. How- 
ard and Mr. Bailey, and the latter — a great 
share of his time for years in looking after it. 
Finally, six or seven years ago, the widow mar- 
ried Gen. Bissell, with whom her first husband 
studied law, and the General, who had previously 
had charge of some of her money matters, as- 
sumed entire control of her affairs. Nearly 15 

ears had elapsed since Mr. Lent’s death, and 

n. Bissell thought it was time the estate was 
settled, so at his suggestion an action was insti- 
tuted against Howard and Bailey, as Executors, 
&e., in July, 1878, for an accounting. The 
complaint alleged in substance that the 
estate amoun to $250,000, and that the Execu- 
tors were empowered to sell the real estate and 
invest all the property, after reserving the home- 
stead and paying the debts, in bonds and mort- 
gages on unincumbered property. The com- 
plaint also alleged that the personal property 
was brought by Mr. Howard to Batavia, and he 
had the control of the same to the exclusion of 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Lent, who was also one of the 
Executors, and that no account had ever been 
rendered thereof until about March 1, 1878, when 
the defendants delivered over $77,500 in securities 
belonging to the estate and four mortgages 

ven by Bailey, one of the Executors, amount- 
ng to about $18,500. A large portion of 
the personal estate, if was claimed, was con- 
verted into money, and also about $20,000 
of the real estate was used by the defendants in 
loans from one to the other, and that large sums 
were deposited in the Bank of Genesee, of which 
Mr. Howard was President, for long periods of 
time, by which the bank was enabled to derive 
large profits and advantages. It was claimed, 
further, that the transactions of the Executors 
caused losses to the estate which, in the aggre- 
gate, amounted to about $100,000, and that the 
personal estate should have amounted to upward 
of $200,000 on the ist of March, 1878. 

In their answer the defendants stated that it 
was neneenery to keep large sums of money on 
hand to meet the expenses of the estate; that 
they had paid for labor, taxes, &c., about $183,- 
000; that the fwidow had expended about $90,000 
about the homestead preeniene, which they paid, 
and that the defendant Bailey had had charge of 
the real estate at Le Roy, and should be paid for 
his services the sum of $2,200 annuaily, or in all 
for 15 years’ services, $33,000. 

The action was referred to the Hon. A. G. Rice, 
of Buffalo, before whom it was tried in 1879. He 
madeareport giving the plaintiffs judgment for 
between $50,000 and .000. The defendants ap- 

ed, and the General Term of the Supreme 
ourt affirmed the Referee’s report. The case 
was then taken to the Court of Appeals, which 
reversed the decision and. gran a new trial 
costs to abide the event. The case was referred 
to the Hon. T. E. Ellsworth, of Lock- 
port, but before it came to trial was 
settled, the final papers having been executed 
this week. The large amount involved in the 
case and the new and difficult questions of law 
that arose made it interesting and important. 
The printed case contained about 800 pages. and 
the case and decision of the Court of Appeals 
will be foundin 89 New-York, 169. Judge M. H. 
Peck, of Batavia, was the attorney for the plain- 
tiffs, ‘and N. A. Woodward for the defendants. 
The terms of settlement were without costs 
to either party as against the other, though it 
was stipulated that new Trustees of the estate 
should be appointed,

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NEW-YORKERS. ALL WARNED.

PROF, JOHNSON, THE ETHIOPIAN PHILOSO- 
PHER, EXPLAINS ELECTRICITY. 

Prof. C. A. Johnson, of Hamilton, On- 
tario, the Ethiopian philosopher, who has recent- 
ly proved to the satisfaction of the leading sci- 
entists of Thompson and Sullivan streets that the 
earth is a tlat body instead of an oblate spheroid, 
as had been popularly supposed, lectured last 
evening in Garnet Hall,in West Twenty-sixth- 
street, on “The Power of Electricity.” The 
doors to the hall were opened at 7 o’clock, 
and reserved seats were readily procured at 
box-office prices, 10 vents, with a discount 


to families, and, owing to the precautions of the 
management, the best places were not controlled 
by speculators, There were fully 20 people in 
the hall when the distinguished lecturer entered, 
and this number inci with such rapidity 
that before 8 o’clock the three front benches 
were completely filled, and the aged usher and 
door-tender acquired a palpitation of the heart in 
the excitement of the rush. 

The lecturer wore a frock suit, and was sev- 
eral shades blacker than a segment of pig-iron. 
Upon the stage with him were Mr. H. Johns, the 
well-known Professor of Kalsominics and As- 
trology, and Mr. Peter 8. Porter, the T’wenty- 
sixth-street capitalist. At8 o’clock Prof. John- 
son arose and said that though he was a stranger 
to most of those who were present, nevertheless 
it gave him great pleasure to introduce 
to them Prof. Johns, who was well known 
to them all. Prof. Johns advanced to the front 
of the platform with his left hand in his ny 
coat-tail pocket, and his right hand in the left 
bosom of his coat. He said that when he was 
asked to be Chairman of the meeting he was al- 
most thunderstruck at the magnitude of the 
honor thus conferred upon him. He paid a 
glowing tribute to Prof. Johnson. ‘The Pro- 

essor,”’ he said, “has traveled in this country 
and all over the world, and also in Europe. He 
is known in the five quarters of the earth, and 
should be heard by every intelligent citizen 
of New-York—our great and glorious Me- 
tropolis. He is a man whose intellect tow- 
ers. He is the author of tio of the greatest 
pepers in the country, the British Lion, of Ham- 
iton, and the American Eagle, of New-York, our 
great and glorious Metropolis. He comes before 
you,” shouted Prof. Johns with a magnificent 
esture, “ with his towering intellect, and he 
rings forth before you ideas that he wishes to 
convey, and which, as we all know, and as I have 
often said, and which he relates to P ge to-night 
ideas that Iassume are related, and whose sub- 
limity surpasses, and which—and which—and it 
gives me great pleasure to introduce Prof. C. A. 
Johnson.’ 

There was tremendous applause as Prof, John- 
son cefully advanced again to the front of the 
platform and blew his nose with great sang froid 
and elegance. The Professor said that after the 
eloquence of the distinguished gentleman who 
had so flatteringly alluded to him he felt some 
hesitation about trusting himself to address 
them, but perhaps he should be able to convince 
them that the distinguished gentleman’s eloquent 
tribute was not altogether undeserved. “I have 
ceme,”’ said the lecturer, “to talk to you about 
electricity, which 1 am convinced is something 
you do not know enough about. It would be 
foolish for me to tell you something you knew 
already, and therefore I will address you on the 
aioe of electricity, which I am convinced is a 
subject you know very little about, I expect to 
make to yon some startling revelations that no 
scientist ever made before. 

* What is electricity 7?” demanded the Profes- 
sor in a voice of thunder. “Can any of the 
learned men I see before me tell what itis? Can 
the gentleman taking notes there ?” he ‘contin- 
ued, pointing to an absorbed journalist, ‘* tell 
me what it is?” ‘The journalist arose and an- 
swered modestly that he could not speak from 
his own knowledge, but he bad read, in an adver- 
tisement of fan electric hair-brush warranted to 
restore a luxuriant foliage to the baldest head, 
that * electricity was life.’ ‘“ No,” said Prof. 
Johnson severely. ‘Electricity manifests 
itself in opposite directions, and whether 
it is a _ substance or a _ force is not 
understood by ~other scientific men, and I 
myself am in some doubt about it. Any man 
who works near an electric light at night is liable 
at any moment to bt struck totally blind. 
‘Why? you ask. Because I believe it. You can 
believe what_you please, but it is my duty to 
warn you. Within the next five years New-York 
will have lost 10,000 citizens by the electric wire, 
and before 10 years electricity will be superseded 
by gas. The New-York press says that all electric 
wires should be buried underground, and one 
paper tells of aman named John Conroy whose 
arm was injured by an electric light wire, his leg 
almost broken, and the horse severely hurt. The 
interior of the earth isa vast mass of electricity 
in one portion and a great sea of fire in another. 
Before 60 we these two will come together and 
there will be a fearful collision. But don't be 
too much frightened, though it is my duty to 
warn, you,” 

From these premises the Professor deduced the 
following conclusion: ‘* There isa great deal of 
talk about the Civil Rights bill. t do I care 
for the Civil Rights bill. I find that my colored 
friends here talk too much about it. You will 
find that when you get education and wealth you 
will be respected. Where are the bankers, phy- 
sicians, and lawyers among the colored poowe 
Where are they ? The colored man is altogether 
wrong. His prideisin the whitewash brush; in 
the dining-room, in the barber’s shop.

MAKING AWAY WITH CATTLE THIEVES. 

YANKTON, Dakota, Dec. 13.—Information 
was received here to-day from the Niobrara Val- 
ley that vigilantes had made away with five 
horse and cattle thieves within the past 10 days.

wax, were shot dead, and the other three, 
Wade, tine? gu and Weatherwax’s son, 
were hange - Four others, named Culbert- 
son, Stewart, Morris, and Cline, are in 
custody and under indictment, If the court does 
not punish them _the vigilantes will.

THE SANITY OF A MURDERER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 12.—The commission 
of medical experts appointed by Gov. Pattison 
to inguire into the mental condition of John Me- 
Ginnis, convicted of killing his mother-in-law, 
has forwarded to the Governor majority and mi- 
nority reports, The majority report, which is 
signed by four members of the commission, pro- 
nounces the condemned man insane, and the mi- 
nority report, signed by one member, Dr. Thomas 
G. Morton, declares that the imaginations and 
delusions of McGinnis are assumed, and that he 
is mentally responsible for his crime. The ma- 
jority report, in anticipation of a commutation 
of the death sentence, recommends that MeGin- 
nis be confined in prison until the State shail pro- 
vide a criminal] lunatic asylum similar to that at 
Auburn, N. Y., as, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners, none of the Pennsylvania State hospitals 
for the insane are sufficiently secure to provide 
for the safekeeping of a dangerous lunatic of 
the class to which he peloves. They regard the 
association of the criminal insane with other pa- 
tients suffering with mental disease as unjust 
and demoralizing to the latter.

FRAUDULENT LIFE INSURANCE. 
FALL River, Mass., Dec. 13.—The investi- 
gation of the insurance frauds causes much dis- 
cussion among the policy-holders of mutual bene- 
fit companies, of whom there are several thou- 
sand in this city. The business has been going 
on for two years,and many fraudulent claims 
have doubtless been paid. The matter was 
first mentioned when the insurance frauds 
were unearthed in Pannsylvania, and for 
several months has been quietly dis- 
cussed here. Within two years some 
half dozen so-called mutual companies have be- 
gun operations, and their methods have been 
seriously criticised. Most of their business 
was done with operatives, and nts were 
= according to the number of policies taken 
olicies were made out for notorious, dissipated 
rsons, and poor risks were deliberately 
aken for the purpose of advertising. Nearly 
every company now making charges of fraud 
against policy holders, neglected all o 
business precautions, and their sole purpose 
seemed to be to issue as many policies as possible. 
The latest scheme of one company was to in- 
sure upon the club’ system, so that in case 
one member died he amount of his 
policy was distributed among the others in 
the club. Some glaring frauds have been 
discovered, but may of the most deeply im- 
oe ted persons have fied. It is said 
hat a ring, composed of an agent, phy- 
sician, druggist, and undertaker, worked 
a very profitable business, and have realized 
on several policies. The first two have fled and 
the others Cannot be reached by the law. Most 
peculiar methods of the comyanies have been 
discovered, and interesting bevelopmentars are 
expected at the trial.

control, we are sure that the majority of 
the voters of the country, with some re- 
luctance, with something akin even to dis- 
gust, but with great certainty, would pre- 
fer the Republicans. As against the char- 
acter of the Democrats whom JoHN 
KELLY dominates in this State and those 
who acknowledge the authority of DANIEL 
MANNING, or as against the Democracy of 
Gen, BuTLER’s following in Massachusetts, 
or that represented by the legislative sal- 
ary grabbers in Pennsylvania, the sober 
sense of the people would decide for the 
Republicans. The majority would not be 
enthusiastic. They would regret sincerely 
that they were reduced to such a choice, 
but being reduced to it, we have no doubt 
whatever as to their action. 

But we do not think a purely partisan 
view of such a matter as this is justifiable. 
Parties ought to exist, not as ends, but as 
means; not merely to get more or less 
profit and power for their members, but to 
carry out some definite plan of action as 
to which their members are substantially 
agreed. When the Republicans were con- 
tending for the restriction of slavery, for 
the suppression of the rebellion, for the 
security of the results of the war, for the 
defense of the national honor and credit, 
for a sound currency, and for a free vote 
in the South, they had some clearly 
formed principles which it was the duty 
of those who believed in them to support. 
Most of the problems thus arising have 
ben solved, the greatest of them will never 
arise again in our generation. The re- 
mainder, though still important, are not 
now controlling. The party organization 
remains. Many of those who have sup- 
ported it in the past are trying to turn it 
to good use, and especially to the promo- 
tion of administrative reform, to a moder- 
ate and safe but sure revision of the tariff 
in the interest of freer industry and trade, 
and to the perfection of the financial sys- 
tem of the country in order to erect safe- 
guards for what we have already accom- 
plished, and to make still further progress. 
In such an effort as this they would like 
to be met by a rational opposition, from 
intelligent men who seek the same objects 
by different means, or who think that 
other objects are of greater importance. 

But if they are to meet only the Demo- 
cratic Party contending for the offices, 
and pursuing their narrow purpose with 
the incoherent clamor about ‘“‘ rascals,” 
they will be at a great disadvantage. The 
partisans in the Republican ranks, the 
professional politicians, and the place- 
hunters or place-holders by trade, will be 
greatly reinforced. The contest will be 
degraded to a level on which they cannot 
work effectively, and the whole country 
will suffer. 

But that is what the Swn, in its zeal, 
seems bound to bring about. It has al- 
ready succeeded in persuading a good 
many persons that in the recent Speaker- 
ship contest it was a combination of South- 
ern sectionalists, the whisky ring, and 
the Louisiana Lottery Company that car- 
ried the day under the flag of radical free 
trade borne by Mr. CARLISLE. If it goes 
much further in this direction it will drive 
its party in dismay to the position of no 
principles, no policy, no leaders, but a 
still hunt for the offices, covered by vo- 
ciferous and indiscriminate abuse of the 
Republicans. While the party will be 
easily beaten in that position, the victory 
will be only too apt to be a barren one for 


the country. 


AN UNNECESSARY MOVE. 


On Wednesday the Hon. JAMEs F. WIL- 
son, of Iowa, signalized his entry tothe 
Senate by a carefully prepared speech on 
a proposed amendment to the Constitution 
which is obviously based on the opinion 
of Justice HARLAN, also of Iowa, on the 
civil rights question. Possibly Mr. WiL- 
SON regards it as a duty to back Justice 
HARLAN, who, however, needs no support 
from him. Mr. WILson believes that the 
Constitution already gives Congress the 
right, and even imposes the obligation, to 
protect the rights, privileges, and immu- 
nities of individual citizens, but, as the 
Supreme Court has decided otherwise, he 
brings forward an amendment which is as 
follows: ‘‘ Congress shall have power, by 
appropriate legislation, to protect citizens 
of the United States in the exercise and 
enjoyment of their rights, privileges, and 
immunities, and to assure to them the 
equal protection of the laws.” 

With the general argument by which 
Senator WILSON sustains the doctrine of 
this amendment we shall not now deal. 
The fatal objection to the proposition is 
that it is untimely and impracticable, and 
though it were as just as the Ten Com- 
mandments it could not be adopted, and 
if adopted it could not be enforced. The 
people of the United States have placed 
in the Constitution all the provisions 
for the protection of the rights of colored 
citizens—for that is what this amendment 
really contemplates—that they deem neces- 
sary. Any addition to these provisions 
would not, at this moment, command the 
approval of Congress for the proposition to 
submit it to the States, and, if submitted, 
would not get the assent of a sufficient num- 
ber of States. We have called this a fatal 
objection because, though if is sometimes 
advisable to propose an amendment to 
the Constitution for the purpose of dis- 
cussion, it is not so with a question which 

has been practically settled. If, however, 
we could suppose that this amendment 
answered to a real need of the country at 
the present time, and embodied a principle 
which the people would in due time ac- 
cept, it would still be a sufficient objection 
to it that it is in its character imprac- 
ticable and could not be enforced. The 

United States Government, whether for- 

tunately or unfortunately, is not organ- 

ized in a way to enable it to efficiently 





care for the class of personal rights, privi- 
leges, and immunities to which the 
amendment refers. Its machinery was 
not devised for that purpose and is not 
adapted to it. The Federal, or, as Mr. 
WiLson would prefer to put it, the Na- 
tional, Government has never protected or 
undertaken to protect the life or property 
or individual rights of its citizens against 
peril or infringement from other citizens. 
It does, by the fourteenth amendment, 
engage to protect their legal equal- 
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ee 


ity from infringement by the States, 
and though this task is sufficiently delicate 
and difficult, it is practicable to perform 
it. But beyond that, in the wide and com- 
plicated field of the relations of citizens 
with each other, each State community is 
left to itself. Doubtless, the system has 
its drawbacks, but it also has its advan- 
tages, and among them is the very im- 
portant one that when a proper adjust- 
ment of these relations has once been ac- 
complished it is likely to be far more com- 
plete and enduring than it could be under 
the regulation of the central Government. 

Under these circumstances we cannot 
but regard the introduction of this amend- 
ment, which will surely lead to a long and 
more or less heated and wholly barren de- 
bate in the Senate, as ill-advised and un- 
fortunate. 


RETIRE THE BRIDGE TRUSTEES. 


A reader of THE Tres takes exception 
to our criticisms of the bridge manage- 
ment. He thinks we are too severe on 
Col. PAINE’s grip. ‘‘I have crossed the 
bridge daily on the cars since they have 
been running and have never been de- 
layed through any fault of the grip,” he 
writes, and he cites the statement made at 
the last meeting of the Trustees to the 
effect that the grip had failed but four 
times in 24,000 trips. 

Our correspondent has been very for- 
tunate in his experience of the car service. 
But against his experience must be put 
that of hundreds or thousands of others 
who have been delayed. The report so 
complacently accepted by the Trustees 
that the grip had failed but four times 
during the month of November is believed 
by those who daily cross the bridge to be 
not in accordance with the facts. But 
even four failures a month are sufficient 
to prove the service untrustworthy. 

The most serious defect of the system, 
however, is its limited capacity. The 
managers say that they carry readily all 
passengers who come to the bridge. 
This may be true, but thousands 
daily use the ferries, with all their 
discomforts, who would use the 
bridge if the transit were made 
more sure and speedy and the fare reduced 
to three cents, as it ought to be. The 
present limit of the bridge cars is 4,000 
passengers per hour. The number is far 
too small. If all the Brooklyn people who 
would very much like to use the bridge, 
and who would find its use a great 
convenience, were to attempt to get 
over in the cars some morning, the 
present service would be found utterly in- 
adequate and would break down. Yet it 
is the best the Trustees and engineers have 
been able to provide after months of 
tinkering and experiments. 

A cable company offered more than a 
month ago to take charge of the traffic 
and provide facilities for transporting from 
15,000 to 20,000 persons each way every 
hour. The Trustees may have disapproved 
the terms of the offer, which were that 
the fare should be three cents, the cable 
company to receive two cents for each 
passenger. But if this company can carry 
15,000 passengers over the bridge every 
hour the Trustees could do the same if 
they were competent and so disposed. 

So, too, if they had been fit for the 
places they so unworthily fill, they would 
have provided, before the coming of cold 
weather, a suitable apparatus for heating 
the cars. All they have thus far done is to 
vaguely discuss various plans. And, really, 
vague discussion is all that these Trustees 
seem to be fit for. .They are comforta- 
ble, easy-going, self-satisfied persons—fos- 
sils, they are commonly called by be- 
numbed and indignant passengers. The 
few men who control the action of the 
board, moreover, have private interests 
which conflict with a faithful fulfillment 
of their trust. The convenience of the 
patrons of the bridge and the interests of 
the two cities demand that they should be 
retired with thanks, and the bridge put 
in charge of a commission of not more 
than three energetic men to be be named 


by the Mayors of Brooklynand New-York. 
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THE PARNELL FUND. 


It is a hundred and one years ago since 
HENRY GRATTAN received a grant of £50,- 
000 from the liberated Irish Parliament, 
which, but for his own remonstrances, 
would have made it twice as large. On 
Tuesday last Mr. PARNELL received a 
check* for £38,000 by subscription as a 
tribute to his labors in the cause of Ire- 
land. The gratitude of the Irish people to 
its advocates is equally conspicuous in 
both cases, but there does not seem to have 
been any advance during the century in 
discrimination with regard to the objects 
of its bounty. 

GRATTAN abundantly deserved all that 
his people could do for him. Not only did 
he always “‘hold his retainer from the 
people,” as the latest historian of Ireland 
puts it, at a time when almost all the other 
professional patriots took retainers from 
the people in order to increase the value of 
their own services to the court, but he 
rendered memorable and substantial ser- 
vices to the Irish cause. His eloquence, 
unique even in Irish armals, would 
have made him the most effective agi- 
tator whom Ireland has known. But in 
addition to his qualities as an agitator he 
had the qualities of a statesman. He was 
a man of ideas, he had a constructive and 
contriving mind, and he had enough polit- 
ical tact to know what among the meas- 
ures which he desired were the measures 
which he had ‘a fighting chance” to ob- 
tain. Upon these he put all the stress of 
his efforts, and he succeeded in carrying 
them. He discountenanced violence and 
relied upon persuasion, and he commanded 
the respect of Englishmen as well as the 
enthusiastic affection of his own country- 
men, 

When we compare the services of GRAT- 
TAN and PARNELL with each other and 
with their respective rewards, it seems 
either that GRATTAN’S services were very 
cheap or PARNELL’S very dear, The Land 
League perhaps owes more to Mr. PAR- 
NELL than to any other person, and but 
for the Land League the Land bill would 
never have been passed. But as an idea 
of constructive statesmanship the idea of 
advising people to pay no rent is not 
entitled to a very high rank. To 
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the Land bill itself, or to the discus- 
sions upon it he contributed nothing 
at all. The difficulties and delicacies of 
that measure were surmounted and settled, 
so far as they were surmounted and set- 
tled at all, without any aid from him. He 
has been more exclusively an agitator even 
than O'CONNELL, for O'CONNELL at least 
knew and said specifically what he 
wanted, whereas PARNELL has during most 
of his career béen an agitator without an 
object and without a cause. Since the 
Land bill was passed, at least, this has 
been literally true. He is at the head of a 
number of Home Rulers in the House of 
Commons who have no programme and 
no policy beyond that of worrying the 
majority of that body. It is a sad 
sign for the future of Ireland, not 
merely that her representatives should 
have no notion of doing any further 
service to their country than to 
confuse and bedevil British politics, but 
that their constituents should accept that 
service, not merely with complacency, but 
with enthusiasm, and should give the boss 
of his faction £38,000 for leading it to this 
result. It would be as rational to organ- 
ize a public subscription to Boss KELLY 
for the services rendered by the Tammany 
Aldermen to the cause of municipal gov- 


ernment. 
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THE FIGHT NEAR SUAKIM. 


The defeat which the Egyptians have 
sustained near Suakim is evidently serious, 
but the real wonder would have been to 
find so bungling a reconnoissance, by so 
small a body of troops, escaping disaster. 

Before Gen. Hicks left Khartoum on his 
ill-starred expedition to El Obeid the Bed- 
ouins had vigorously attacked ‘Singat, 
which is only thirty miles from Suakim, 
so that the commander at the latter place 
called forreinforcements. They also broke 
telegraphic communication, beset the car- 
avan route between Berber and Suakim, 
and at Kokreb, about midway between 
them, put to flight a force of five hundred 


‘Egyptian troops, mostly Bashi-Bazouks. 


Since this was the situation of the region 
between the Nile and the Red Sea, even 
while HICKs’s army was intact and ag- 
gressive, why should it be supposed that, 
with his army annihilated, a march of 700 
or 800 men-could be safely made from 
Suakim toward Berber? The former 
point is really the seaport of Khartoum, 
and the only one from which seasonable 
reinforcements could be sent to it; so that 
a vigilant enemy would naturally dispatch 
a strong force thither in order to cut off 
its communication with the interior. 
Supposing the object of the expeditionary 
force to have been to get through to Ber- 
ber, so small a body would be practically 
of little use in reinforcing that place, and 
prudence would have dictated delaying 
this attempt a few days until Baker 
Pasha’s troops should have arrived from 
Suez. If the affair be regarded as a sim- 
ple reconnoissance, as is perhaps more 
reasonable, the accounts still indicate that 
it could not have been managed worse. 
Precautions against surprise seem to play as 
little part in Egyptian campaigning as suc- 
cessful fighting in retreat. Having reached, 
in their book.of tactics, the art of forming 


squares, the Khedive’s troops appear to 
trust to this expedient on all occasions. 


No doubt the manceuvre is one of great 
importance where so much depends on 
protecting the camel trains, and where on 
vast plains the Arab horsemen are the 
chief attacking forces. But the necessity 
of great trains on a mere reconnoissance is 
not clear; while the statement that when 
the attack was made the troops had their 
rifles strapped on the camels, to make 
their soldiering more comfortable, caps 


the absurdity. 





FLATBUSH AND UTAH.

tion the ‘‘ church sociable.” If they will 
the testimony in the Higbie- 
Vaughan case they will learn that kissing 
is the chief occupation of the frequenters 
of these sociables, although occasionally a 
mockery of the marriage sacrament is 
performed, in order, perhaps, to add a 
new zest to the kissing. Practices such as 
these cannot be made decent by pre- 
tending that they are religious prac- 
tices, sanctioned by ‘church socia- 
bles,” any more than polygamy in 
Utah can be excused on the ground that 
it is a religious practice and is sanctioned 
by a so-called church. 

It is evident that the Flatbush ‘‘ church 
sociable” is a _ terribly demoralizing 
affair, and the promiscuous and con- 
stant kissing in which its members 
indulge is simply sickening. We must 
wipe out this blot upon our civilization 
at all hazards. This is pre-eminently 
a case in which “troops” are required. 
Let us send PHiL SHERIDAN to Flatbush 
at the head of an army, with instructions 
to put every member of the “‘ church so- 
ciable” to the sword. Mr. TALMAGE is 
doubtless ready to march with the troops, 
and to urge them on in their .bloody 
work. Flatbush is much nearer than 
Utah, and for that reason will be a better 
place in which to begin the work of ex- 
termination in the cause of purity. 





A Boston newspaper has been gathering 
opinions from Republican politicians in 
New-Hampshire as to the outlook for the 
party and the best nomination to be made 
for President. There were fifteen persons 
‘‘interviewed.” Almost without excep- 
tion they expressed the opinion that the 
outlook was encouraging, and most of 
them were in favor of letting the tariff 
alone and making civil rights in the South 
an issue. As to candidates, five expressed 
a decided preference for President AR- 
THUR, and one a qualified preference. 
Five others, while preferring somebody 
else, mentioned the President as their sec- 
ond choice, and only one objected to him. 
One was for. ARTHUR or SHERMAN, with 
no special preference between the two. 
One expressed no preference at all, except 
for the strongest man: one was decidedly 


for Gen. SHERMAN, and the objector to 
ARTHUR was for GRANT and LINCOLN as 
the ticket. 


The antique legal maxim, caveat emptor, 
has never hitherto been applied to the buying of 
stocks and bonds. If the decision applying it 
thereto shall be sustained, investors will be put 
to the necessity of carefully inquiring into the 
terms of the charter of every corporation before 
buying any of their securities. In 1860 the St. 
Louis, Alton and Terre Haute Railroad Com- 
pany obtained from the State of Illinois a char- 
ter, one section of which permitted it to issue 
bonds to bear not more than 7 per cent. in- 
terest and to be sold by it for not less than 
80. In 1870 the company issued to SAMUEL 
J. TinpEN and THoMAS DENNY, as Trustees, 
$300,000 of equipment bonds, bearing 10 per 
cent. interest. They were sold at from 90% to 92, 
For seven years the railroad company paid inter- 
est on them and then told their holders that they 
were invalid. One of the holders sued the com- 
pany for the principal and accrued interest of 
30 bonds. The defense set up was that the 
bonds were invalid, being in violation of the 
company’s charter. The plaintiff insisted that 
even though the bonds were improperly issued 
the company was bound to take them up and re- 
coup itself by suing its officers who issued them. 
Judge DONOHUE has upheld the defense and dis- 
missed the complaint, but allowed the exceptions 
to be heard in the first instance at General Term. 
On the decision of the appellate courts depends 
the final application of caveat emptor to stock 
and bond transactions in this State.

The Buffalo Commercial Advertiser gives 
a list of subscribers of over $90,000 in the ag- 
gregate for a new library building for the Young 
Men’s Association of that city. 


The “button mania” is raging with ex- 
treme virulence in the town of Seymour, Conn., 
where a wealthy resident has given 40 young 
girls $50 each for very long strings of buttons, 
“no two buttons alike.”

The people of St. John, New-Brunswick, 
now have their choice of time, as the old standard 
is still used there, and railway time, which is 36 
minutes slower, and the new, or Western Union 
Telegraph time, which is 24 minutes faster.

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RAVAGES OF CHOLERA IN NORTH CHIWA. 
From the Worcester (Mass.) Spy. 

In a letter just received by the Hon. C. 

M. Howe, of this city, from his daughter, wife 

of the Rev. J. H. Roberts, missionary of the A. 


B. C. F. M. in North China, she writes as follows 
of the ravages of the cholera and the fear of re- 
curring famine, which was attended with so 
much suffering and loss of life three or four 
years ago: . 
KALGAN, near Peking, North China, Sept. 28, 1883. 

We had no mails for along time this Summer, 
but now they are coming, and sorry news they 
bring us from Peking and the regions about 
there. Cholera is raging, and the Rev. Mr. Good- 
rich writes that 70 bodies were carried out of one 
gate in one day in Peking, and there are 10 gates 
o that city. A letter from Mr. Noble that 
Dr. Dudgeon estimates the deaths in Peking 
alone to this time from cholera at 25,000. The 
Rev. Mr. Goodrich writes quite a long account 
of the floods and cholera, which will probably 
appear in the Conqrogeenenes. In the region 
around Peking an ng-Chon no rains were 
had for a long time at the beginning of the 
Summer, and everybody feared a drought. 
Finally the rains came, and everybody was glad. 
The harvests were just perfect, and everything 
seemed favorable. Butit kept raining, and now 
the harvests are ruined, houses carried away or 
laid low, and many lives lost. Mr. Sprague says 
that relief will probably have to be given all 
Winter. It is very poe ne tes to the people. 
They prayed to their gods for n,and after a 
while it came, but it came in too es quaatities, 
and they again prayed to their gods to stop it, 
but they not only did not stop the rains but the 
rains turned into floods and the floods were ac- 
companied by pestilence. It is the first time I 
have heard of cholera in North China. Miss Dr. 
Holbrook, of Tung-Chon, has successfully treated 
several cases of cholera when they had come im- 
mediately after being attacked, but can do noth- 
ing for them if they wait.

“A MANAGER ON THEATRE TICKET 

/ SPECULATION. 

SHE WAY IN WHICH THE BUSINESS IS MAN- 
AGED—COMMENTS AS TO THE MANAGE- 
MENT AT THE STAR THEATRE. 

Mr. Harry Miner, who manages three 
theatres in this City and several traveling com- 
panies, was greatly exercised yesterday in regard 
to the subject of ticket speculation. He said: 
*The article printed in to-day’s Tres covers 
the ground fully. I don’t mean to say that it is 
customary for managers to take out nearly the 
whole of their orchestra and give it to the specu- 

‘Jator in the lobby, but it has been done on sev- 
eral occasions. But as to managers being in with 
ticket speculators, why, of course we’re in with 
them. Why shouldn't we be? If we were not, 
would that keep them away? Not much! 

They’re licensed and they have a right to carry 

‘on their business. They would get the seats any- 
how, no matter how much we tried to prevent. 

We have tried. I’ve tried and I’ve known other 

managers to try. What good didi do? Nota 
bit! Now, we're not such fools that we are go- 


ing to sit down anf let speculators eat the whole 


pudding. We are going to have our share of it 
and the way to do that is to bein with them 


The regular scheme is this. The speculator who 
has the privilege of a lobby gets as many tickets 
as he wants and sells them for $1 75. At least 


that is his understanding with the manager. Of 
that extra 25 cents he turns in 12% to the box- 
office, together with the regular price of the 
ticket, and pockets the other 124. Of course, 
that speculator often sells his seats for more than 
$1 75. When he does he gets the benefit of the 
increase. If we didn’t goin with these fellows 
they'd get it all.

Thatis only true of the hotel men to a cer- 
tain extent. he Tysons control the sale in 
nearly all the la hotels. The leading theatres 
allow them about 30 tickets for each hotel. Those 
they don't dispose of must be returned to the 
box office by 8 o’clock.

THE AMERICAN LEGION OF HONOR 
ADROITLY SWINDLED. 

RUFUS W. PEACOCK AND ELAM W. 
COREY, OF JERSEY CITY, ARRESTED 
FOR COMPLICITY IN THE TRANSACTION, 

Miss Eva Williams, a niece of Dr. Rufus 
W. Peacock, who lives with his family at No. 24 
Eighth-street, Jersey City, paid a visit to her inti- 
mate friend Mrs. F. W. Pangborn on Jersey City 
Heights a few weeks ago, and incidentally men- 
tioned that her uncle had tried to induce her to 
sign a draft for $3,000 for insurance moneys paig 
by the American Legion of Honor. Mrs. Pang- 
born’s husband, who is an active member of the 
order, heard the story, and at once wrote to the 
Supreme Secretary of the Order at Boston, for 
information as to whose account the draft had 
been drawn upon. The result of the investiga- 
tion was the arraignment in Justice Stilsing’s 
Police Court in Jersey City yesterday of Dr. 
Rufus W. Peacock and Elam W. Corey, of No. 20 
Magnolia-avenue, on the charge of a successful 
conspiracy to defraud the order. 

The case has all the features of a graveyard 
insurance swindle. Corey had a son who, as he 
has lately admitted to Chief of Police Murphy, 
was nota very healthy subject for an insurance 
policy. He was suffering from lung troubles 
that bade fair to end his life before many weeks. 
He was, nevertheless, in condition to go around 
when, in August or September last, Dr. Peacock 
visited him to examine him with a view to in- 
suring him. Dr. Peacock is the examining phy- 
sician of Union Council, American Legion of 
Honor, of which John Reilly is Commander. 
Mr. Corey understood when the physician 
called that the boy was to have his 
life insured for $2,000 for the benefit of 
his father. Peacock reported the lad “all 
right” to the council. He was accepted as a 
member, gnd an insurance policy was issued. 
Dr. Peacock, it is alleged, kept the policy in his 
own possession, and guarded it jealously. The 
boy was soon afterward confined to his bed, and 
Dr. Peacock attended him. He sank rapidly, and 
died in October. His real disease is said to have 
been consumption, but the physician's certificate 
represented that be had died of pneumonia. The 
elder Corey became more and more solicitous 
about the policy as the boy neared his grave, and 
asked the doctor for it frequently. He 
was quieted with the doctor's assurance that 


he had it, and that it was perfectly safe, and it 
was not till after the boy had been laid away in 
his grave that the doctor produced it. The dead 
boy’s father was doubly seepeeee The policy 
was for $5,000 instead of $2,000, and the $3,000 left 
after the payment of $2,000 to Corey was to go to 
Eva Williams, who was described in the policy as 
va ear = cousin.

1 MR. COREY'S BOGUS NIECE 
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TRACED TO A MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


A MYSTERIOUS BARREL OF FREIGHT THAT 
WENT FROM HERE TO FALL RIVER. 

The propellor City of New-Bedford ar- 
rived in port yesterday, and a Times reporter 
talked with the mates,freight handlers,and freight 
clerk regarding the mysterious sugar barrel which 
was taken to Fall River from this City by that boat 
in the latter part of last month, and which has 
been associated with the grave-yard insurance 
frauds recently brought to light. One of the 
mates remembered all about Edward Driscoll’s in- 
quiries for the barrel at Fall River, and said that 
the mysterious freight was carried on the New- 
Bedford, although he had not seen it himself. 
An examination of the manifest of the New-Bed- 
ford for the trip in question failed to show that 
any barrel was billed for Fali River, but the 


manifest of the Bristol, which sailed the same 
night for the same place, and from the same 
pier, has for its first item in the list of goods con- 
signed for Fall River, “T. G. Hendery, 
1 barrel of merchandise,” the name _ of 
the coueigtor not given. At the _ office 
of the Fall River Line it was explained that an 
article billed for the Bristol might have been car- 
ried on the other boat, as they both belonged to 
the same company, and that there would not be 
any trouble in getting it in Fall River. In this 
case, though, if the barrel woes billed on the Bris- 
tol and went on the New-Bedford, thaman who 
received it in Fall River must have known be- 
forehand that it was not to be puton the boat 
in whose manifest it appeared. 

“TT. G. Hendery” was not known to any of the 
Fall River Line’s officials, and at first they would 
not give the name of the person bringing it to 
the pier. At last Mr. Lovell, the company’s 
agent, on being asked the aes name, 
said that the barrel was brought to the pier b 
one of Kern’s express wagons, of No. 342 Third- 
avenue. At Kern’sthe books were overhauled, 
and on the date Nov. 21 is written the acknowl- 
edgment of the barrel, which appears to have 
been sent by “Frank.” The reporter was on 
the point of asking who “ Frank” was when the 
boy who had looked over the books exclaimed: 
“Why, that’s the barrel which came from the 
Medical College.” The institution alluded to 
is the Homeopathic Medical Colle : Third- 
avenue and Twenty-third-street, and “ Frank” 
proved to be Frank Dreyer, janitor of the in- 
stitution, which position he filled, he 
informed - the’ reporter, for Il yours. 
Mr. Dryer denied last night tha he 
knew “Hendery,” or any one else in 
Fall River. He denied that he ever 
sent a_ barrel by Kerns’ apres there 
or anywhere else. In fact, he denied everything. 
He failed to account for the entry on the express 
office books. Mr. Dreyer admitted that it would 
be possible for him to steal a cadaver, as all that 
Was necessary was to take one from the number 
allotted to the college, and after they had been 
dissected the authorities of the Morgue would be 
unable to tell whether all the bodies were not re- 
turned for interment. Mr. Dreyer said that if he 
really wanted to get a dead body he would go to 
New-Jersey for it. Why, he neglected to state.

MISS BOND'S ASSAILANTS. 


—_——__————_— 
PROGRESS OF THE TRIAL AND FEARS OF A 
LYNCHING. 

St. Lovurs, Dec. 13.—When some few 
weeks ago Pettis, Clements, and Montgomery 
were arrested as the assailants of Emma Bond, 
public indignation at Taylorville, l., was at its 
highest pitch. The three prisoners were taken 
out and strung up, but not one of them weak- 
ened; so their lives were spared. The case has 
been transferred from Taylorville to Hillsboro, 
and to-night the citizens of the latter place are 
ready to act like their brethren of Taylorville. 
This feeling was brought about by the testimony 
of Emma Bond, who took the witness-stand early 


this morning, and held it for two hours, wnen 
she was relieved by the court, who saw that 
she was too weak to stand further questioning. 
Her story touched the heart of nearly every one 
in the court-room, and during its recital the 
strictest attention was paid her. She described 
the school-house building and told of how there 
was a garret or loft _ above the main school- 
room. She had dism her scholars on the day 
of the outrage. Shesaid she was in the act of 
sweeping out the school-room when she heard 
some one drop from the loft above, and felt him 
seize her by the throat and choke her until she 
thought death came. Then for a moment he re- 
} her, tore her shawl] from her shoulders, 
and, tying it around her waist, attached a 
rope to it and called to his companions 
to hoist her into the garret. As _ soon 
as she felt the gripfrom her throat relax she 
recovered consciousness, and, looking up into 
the loft she saw the face of aman. “That there, 
is the face I saw,” she half shrieked as she lifted 
her poor wasted body from the witness chair and 
»ointed at John C. Montgomery, one of the de- 
endants. “I will swear to that face.” There 
was great confusion when she reached this part 
of her pecan This was the first time since 
the outrage that she had had a chance to look 
Montgomery in the face to 1dentify him, and the 
sight drove the blood from Montgomery’s face, 
and he turned pale and white as death, but re- 
mained silent. hen the witness told of how she 
had asked the villians to spare her virtue and to 
take her life, of how they turneda deaf ear to 
her entreaties, and after ravishing her hacked 
her in several places with a knife and then left 
her, as they supposed, for dead. 

After Miss Bond was examined, two men, who 
were in prison with the defendants, and who 
heard the latter make damaging admissions, 
testified, and their testimony goes far to prove 
the guilt of the prisoners. As a result the whole 
ge is up in arms, and in anticipation of a 
ynehing the jail guard has been trebled in 
strength. 


A VERDICT FOR MRS. DWIGHT.

_Stcth—Did Walton Dwight die by suicide? Answer—

Serenth—Was the ailment of Walton Dwight at Wl- 
liamsport, Penn., in March, 1867, a mere temporory ail- 
ment from which he recovered? Answer—Yes. 

The general verdict was then given in favor of 
the plaintiff, amounting to $18,743 27. Upon a 
motton of the plaintiff's counsel an extra allow- 
ance of costs, amounting to $937, was granted.

NEARLY $15,000 sHORT.

The day passed without any sight or sign of the 
book-keeper, and a member of the firm senta 
note to the re man’s father, stzting that if 
Eli was still sick his employers would like to have 
him send them the key to the safe. 

A note was received by Beebe & Goodwin from 
Mr. Clark, Sr., on Tuesday, stating that his son 
could not‘be found. he boarding-house in 
Adelphi-street, Brooklyn, where the young man 
was supposed to be living, was visited and no- 
thing could be learned of him there, except that 
he had been in the habit of s nding a great 
deal of his time at an up-town New-York hotel 
A vigorous search was instituted by the firm, 
and it was found that he had- departed from this 
vicinity on Monday forenoon. Enough was 
learned of his recent habits to convince his em- 

loyers that he had been living in excess of his 

ncome, and that the vices of a fast life had un- 
doubtedly involved him in serious difficulties. 

The safe in the office was broken open, and it 
was discovered that a number of margin certifi- 
cates had been abstracted.

IN PERIL FROM SMOKE AND FIRE. 


AND CHILDREN PRISONERS IN A 
BURNING BUILDING. 

Several human lives were imperiled by 
a fire which started at 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in the eellar of the three-story frame building 
No. 204 Madison-street, the lower portion of 
which was occupied.by Garrett Redman as a sta- 
ble and feed store. Eleven horses were smoth- 
ered, and the premises were badly damaged. On 
the second floor were Richard Kohlwey, a liquor- 
dealer at No. 67 South-street; his wife, Margaret; 
their childrep—Maud, aged 3 years, and Jen- 
me, aged 8 months—and his wife’s moth- 
er, Mrs. Mary Rudkin, 56 years of age. 
Sebastian Contradino, his wife, and their two 
children, occupied the third floor. A few 
moments after the fire broke out smoke from the 
burning hay and straw filled the house. Mrs. 
Kohlwey was awukened by the coughing of her 
infant, which was almost suffocated. She aroused 
her husband, and, seizing her two children in her 
arms, ran _ into the back room to awaken her 
mother. Her outcries aroused the family on the 
third floor, and they ran down stairs and into the 
street in their night clothes. Kohlwey also ran 
out of the house, leaving his family behind. 

Mrs. Kohlwey, after awakening her mother, 
tried to make her way down stairs, but the dense 
smoke drove her back. She was joined by her 
mother, and taking the children they stepped out 
-upon the roof of a one-story brick extension.

When the firemen reached the house Kohlwey 
was found on the sidewalk wringing his hands 
and crying for his wife and children, who were 
speedily rescued by Assistant Foreman J. McLeod 
Murphy and Sergt.

MR. DI CESNOLA’'S ROMANTIC STORY 
AS TO HIS TITLE. 
ALL THE RESTORATIONS OF NO IMPORTANCE 
OR MADE WITHOUT HIS KNOWLEDGE OR 
ON MR, WARD'S ADVICE. 

Louis P. Di Cesnola finished his testtmony 
in chief yesterday, and a cross-examination was 
begun by Mr. Bangs, of counsel for the defense. 
The result of the day’s testimony was very 
humiliating to the friends of the Director of the 
Metropolitan Museum, who was proved to have 
passed abroad as Gen, Di Cesnola, a title which 
he confessed has been borne only by Gens. Grant 
and Sherman and himself. He acknowledged 
that he had only the right to be called a Brevet 
Brigadier-General. This right was based upon the 
following little romantic incident in the life of 
President Lincoln, which he related under cross- 
examination. After his discharge from service in 
the United States Army, he visited the President at 
the White House. Mr. Lincoln greeted him with 
extreme cordiality, and commended him for 
bravery in the field, where Di Cesnola said he had 
served as brigade commander for two-thirds of 
his term of service. President Lincoln, after re- 
marking upon his bravery, announeed that he 
would make him a Brevet Brigadier-General, as 
he was entitled to such an honor, and would also 
make him Consul to Cyprus. This, he said, oc- 
curred either on March 30 or April 1, 1865. Three 
days afterward the President was shot. [Presi- 
dent Lincoln was shot on the evening of April 
14.) He never received his commission as Bre- 
vet Brigadier-General, and there was no record 
upon which he based his right to the title ex- 
cept a newspaper clipping which he produced, 
attached to a letter said to have been written by 


him from his residence in Rockland County to 
“ My Dear Friend” in 1865. The clipping is said 
to have been from the New-York Herald, and 
read as follows: 

The Army. 

PROMOTION OF COL. L. PALENA DI CESNOLA. 

Col. L. P. Di Cesnola, the newly appointed American 
Consul to rus, has been brev Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, after four years’ constant service 
as @ brigade commander. 

It was shown by cards introduced tnat while in 
Europe Mr. Di Cesnola used a card reading: 
“Gen. and Madame Di Cesnola,” and while a res- 
ident of England a carfl reading: ‘* Gen. and Mad- 
ame Di Cesnola, Islington Villa, Albion road,South 
Hampstead.” It was also shown that his work 
on Cyprus was written by ‘*‘ Gen.” L. P. Di Ces- 
nola. He said that he had never worn the uni- 
form of a Brigadier-General or General, and de- 
nied any knowledge of where the picture of him- 
self in military uniform, published in Harper's 
ee, as an illustration to Mr. Hiram Hitch- 
cock’s article, was obtained. He insisted, how- 
ever, that the uniform was that of a Colonel and 
not of a General. His commission as Consul to 
Cyprus was issued —~ = 5 or 6, 1865, by Secre- 
tary Seward. He produced a letter notifying 
him of his appointment as Consul, but did not 
produce his commission. His commission was 
not disturbed by President Johnson, and he re- 
mained Consul until the post was abolished. He 
bad never received an appointment as Russian 
Consul at Cyprus, but as such for seven 

ears at the request of the Ameriéan Minister 
Turkey, either Mr. Morrisor Mr. Baker, he 
didn’t know which. He acknowledged that he 
knew that President Lincoln could not appoint 
him a General without the consent of the te. 

The direct examination, which occupied all of 
the day’s hearing except the last half-hour, which 
was devoted to the development of the above 
facts, revealed an canes pitiable condition of 
affairs. Mr. Di Cesnola was categorically exam- 
ined as to the condition of a large number of 
figures contained in the Museum collection. As 
an excuse for the repairs and restorations which 
were evident and which he acknowledged, he 
took refuge in the process commonly known as 
* pleading the baby act.’ As piece after piece 
was brought to his attention he described 
the process of soaking, weaning, plastering, 
milion and rebuilding which they had been 
subjected; he asserted that the work was that of 
repairing, andin but very few instances would 
he admit that there were restorations. His testi- 
mony was that pieces of stone, not parts of im- 
ages, were inserted to fill up gaps that were awk- 
ward. As an offset to this ng testi- 
mony he _ claimed, first, that four-fifths 
of the collection—the jewelry, glassware, 
and minor terra cotta, stone, and bronze figures, 
had never been repaired; second, that such re- 
pairs as he had been forced to acknowledge were 
made with the advice and consent of J. Q. A. 
Ward, the sculptor, a Trustee of the museum 
and one of the members of the so-called “* Inves- 
tigating Committee;” third, he swore that the 
“ repairs,” as he chose to call them, ““ were made 
without his knowledge,” that he “had forgotten 
all about them” or “didn’t know anything 
about them until Mr. Feuardent’s c xece 
were ublished.”’ They were invariably 
“ exhibi at the Central Park Mnseum 
without my aaowseape that the repairs existed.” 
The pieces which Mr. Feuardent had found at 
the museum to have been built up, he admitted, 
had been restored, so far as hands, doves, noses, 
limbs, &c., were concerned. In each case, how- 
ever, he took refuge in the excuse that Gehlen 
the Fourteenth-Street Museum repairer, had 
made the restorations without his orders, and 
that the fi had been overlooked in the haste 
of preparing the collection for the opening of 
the museum, when the entire collection was al- 

ed to have been permanently repaired. Their 
exhibition in the condition which enabled the 
discovery of the actual character of the figures 
was made contrary to his orders and without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Mr. Di Cesnola also made a very ingenious plea 
in endeavoring to reconcile his statements as to 
where various pieces in his collection came from. 
On photographs sent by him from Cyprus to Mr. 
Clarence Cook, Di Cesnola had written that they 
were found at Salamis, Dali, Amatos, and other 
places. They appear in the museum catalogue as 
coming from the temple at Golgoi.and he at- 
tempted to explain this discrepancy by stating 
that Mr. cert probably made the mistake in 
making up the catalogue. Mr. Savage had 

robably misunderstox what he had been 

ld, and was so led to the mistake in 
cataloguing, for which the witness disclaimed all 
responsibility. All of the errors in the guide- 
books in classification were due to Mr. Savage’s 
mistakes. The bronzes he claimed had been sub- 
jected toa bath, and then supplied with a false 

atina or facing, in order to prevent their oxy- 
Riention, which was going on rapidly. Of the 
1,600 pieces in the museum, but 30 or 40 had been 
thus treated. As a rule the color on the bronzes 
which had not been subjected to a bath was a 
brighter green than that of those which had been 
given the false patina. 

One of the most remarkable admissions made 
to bolster up his theory that the figure of the 
Egyptian warrior was made up only of its 
original parts was that he had sifted out the 
minute piece inserted in the right shoulder from 
the tons of fragments which he had previously 
testified remained in the ruins, after he had ex- 
tracted all the pieces that he considered to be 
valuable. The break across the belt, which he 
had not discovered until Mr. Feuardent pointed 
it out, was in his opinion a break that had been 
made where the statue had been mended before 
its burial in the destruction of the temple. The 
fire at the time of. this destruction accounted for 
the discoloration of the head. 

The addition of bases to figures Mr. Di Cesnola 
testified to be repairs and not restorations. The 
insertion of bits of stone into the cracks between 
the pieces of the large sarcophagus, where they 
did not fit together, he testified, were not restora- 
tions. He claimed that if a collar on a dog, one 
of the figures on the sarcophagns, had been 
carved out of these, so as to make it look as the 
sarcophagus did when found, it would have been 
a restoration. The fact that the entire mask of 
the colossal head had been cracked off from the 
back of the head and the two joined together did 
not prevent him, after testifying to the fact, 
from asserting that the figure was a solid 
piece of stone. He denied that he had ever 
manufactured any statues, written any anony- 
mous letters, appointed Mr. Ripley the museums 
special journalist, or said that he distrusted the 
American purchasers of his collection or said 
that they wanted quantity rather than quality. 

On the cross-examination he testified that he 
did not consider the statue of Venus, No. 157, 
important until after the present controversy 
was begun, and asserted that he knew nothing of 
the presence of the disk or mirror on the left 
side until the incrustation Had been soaked off 
and it stood revealed. He did not consider that 
the presence of the so-called mirror added any- 
thing to the mythological or archreological value 
of the figure. An exemination of the statements 
of the witness in comparison with what he had 
published was begun to test the credibility of the 
witness ap as the court adjourned until 10 
o’clock this morning.

The managers of the Home for Old Men 
and Aged Couples, at No. 487 Hudson-street, gave 
their yearly reception yesterday afternoon to 
friends of the institution.
